The above announcement was made

TWO MORE NAMES 
UN GEORGIA TICKET 


Petition Is Being Circu- 
lated for Mitchell Pal- 
mer, and One Has 
Already Been Signed for 
Champ Clark. 


The names of A. Mitchell Palmer, 
attorney géneral of the United 
States, and of Champ Clark, well- 
known congressman from Missouri, 
will soon be placed on the Georgia 
presidential primary ticket, accord- 
ing: to information received by The 
Constitution yesterday. 

Secretary Hiram Gardner, of the 
State democratic executive commit- 
tee, announced Tuesday that he had 
been informed by Chairman J. J. 
Flynt of the receipt of a petition 
Signed by more than one hundred 
citizens asking that the name of 
Congressman Clark be entered in 
the primary. The petition has been 
forwarded to Mr. Gardner. While he 
had not been informed as to the 
names and homes of the signers, it 
is understood that the paper was 
circulated in Grfffin, Ga. 

From Hazelhurst, Ga., comes. the 
report that a petition is being cir- 
culated there to put Mitchell Pal- 
mer in the race. The movement is 
headed by Judge S. D. Dell, who 
States that already more than the 
necessary number of signers has 
been secured. 

This makes four entrants in the 
Georgia presidential primary, the 
name of Herbert Hoover having 
been entered by residents of 
Gainesville, Ga. and that of Wil- 
liam G. McAdoo, former secretary 
of the treasury, by voters in Mil- 
ledgeville, Ga, Mr. McAdoo has 
asked that his name be taken off 
the list, and Mr. Hoover has been 
formally asked by the executive

NOT FOR HOOVER, 
SAYS HOKE SMITh 


Ex-Food Administrator’s 
“Democracy” Not the 
Kind He Approves of, or 
Ever Could Approve of. 


(Special by Philadelphia Public Ledger 
Leased Wire.) 


Washington, February 24.— 
Would Senator Hoke Smith, of Geor- 
gia, join Vice President Thomas 
R. Marshall in bolting the demo- 
oratic party if Herbert Hoover 
should be nominated at San Fran- 
cisco? An affirmative answer to 
that question is forthcoming from 
one of the most responsible spokes- 
men of the Wilson administration 
in Washington. He gave the an- 
swer when asked to express him- 
self as to the possibility of the 


was | democratic party adopting Hoover 


_as its standard bearer during the 


impending campaign. 

Efforts to draw Senator Smith out 
on the subject, following his Phila- 
delphia Public Ledger interview, 
succeeded only to the extent of ex- 
torting from him an unqualified ad- 
mission that he is not “a Hoover 
man.” He was told that among Cal- 
ifornian and Oregon senator, who 
are outspokenly pro-Hoover, the im- 
pression prevails that there is an 
almost equally strong Hoover move- 
ment in Georgia. 

When Senator Smith was ap- 
proached, with a view to ascer- 


| taining what he thinks about Hoo- 
ver, he indicated plainly that the 


ex-food administrator's “democ- 
racy” is not the kind that he ap- 
proves of or ever could approve of. 
“Then you cannot be put down 
as a Georgia democrat who is for 
the senator was asked. 


“Well, hardiy,”. he replied, with 
an eloquent grimace. 

“What do you think about Hoo- 
ver’s speech?”

Liquor for Text 
Lady Astor Makes 
Her Maiden Speech 


She Is Not for Prohibi- 


tion, But Says England 
Is Ripe for Drastic Drink 


Reforms. 


London, February 24.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—Lady Astor made 
her maiden speech in parliament to- 
night during the course of an in- 
teresting debate on the subject of 
liquor control. 

Sir John Rees, unionist for East 
Nottingham, in a brilliant and witty 
speech, urged the removal of the 
existing war restrictions on the 
liquor trade. 

“TI know that strong forces are 
arrayed against me,” he said, “and 
that there is a rod in pickle for me. 
But I shall be prepared to kiss the 
rod.” 

Seon Spoke With Confidence. 

Lady Astor followed Sir John, and 
although at first showed nervous- 
ness, she was soon speaking with 
confidence and in a clear. voice, 
which rang through the house to 
the large and friendly audience. ; 

Lady Astor supported control of 
the liquor traffic for which she 
pleaded strongly in the interests of 
the children. 

“IT am aware,” she said, “‘that this 
country does not désire prohibition 
and I am not working for that. Il 
am certain that the country is ripe 
for drastic drink reforms and I want 
to see that the drink submarine does 
not torpedo the prime minister, and 
that he is master in his own house,” 

Cheers and laughter greeted this 
sally: Vigorously attacking Rees 
and his supporters and accusing 
them of constantly “kicking” during 
the past years against the drink 
control board, she exclaimed amid 
cheers: “What did they do during 
the great war? Had they not a 
pretty record?” 

Net Crank or Lunatie. 

Lady Astor concluded with a fer- 
vent appeal for reform, saying: 
“Drink promises everything but 
gives nothing, and I beg the house 
not to look upon me as either a 
crank of a lunatic, because I am 
only trying to speak for thousands 
of women and children who cannot 
speak for thiemselves.” 

Lady Ast began by saying the 
world would not forget that it was 
the fighting men of Devon who sent 
the first woman to the British par- 
liament.

Remarking that the convictions of 
women for drunkenness had doubled 
during the past year and the con- 
victions of men had quadrupled as 
a result of the partia] relaxation in 
the restrictions, Lady Astor said: 
“I am thinking about the freedom of 
the children, not of men. I am not 
so tremendously excited about what 
is called the freedom of men. The 


real lesson of the war is that state 
control gut the largest amount of 
progress with the least amount of 
unrest.” 

She was warmly cheered on re- 
suming her seat, the members 
crowding round and congratulating 
her.

The republication determination to 
bring the question to a conclusion 
was announced on the senate floor 
by the party leader, Senator Lodge, 
who said that while today and to- 
morrow had been allotted to con- 
sideration of pressing legislation, he 
would call up the treaty. again 
Thursday and would ask that it re- | 
main the business of the senate tin- 
til disposed of. 

In some quarters it was predicted 
that under the program outlined by 
Senator Lodge the treaty could be 
brought to a ratification vote with- 
in a\week or ten days. The irrecon- 
cilable opponents of ratification are 
expected, however, to insist’ that 
there be no hasty action and no 
one could predict with certainty how 
much time they might consume in 
debate. 

Problem for Democrats. 

Democratic senators realize they 
face a serious problem. They are 
aware that upon their solution of it 
hangs not only the fate of the treaty 
in the current effort for ratification, 
but the solidarity of their party in 
the forthcoming presidential cam- 
paign. They hesitate before the 
plupge, not so much because of 
sacrosanct regard for the personal 
likes or dislfkes of Mr. Wilson, but 
because they are measuring the po- 
de- 
cision. ‘In other words, they have 
come at last to the point where they 
are considering what is b@st for the 
country and the democratic party as 


elections rather than the president’s 
personal rhetorical aversion to the 
phrasing of reservations to the sub- 
stance of which he confesses he 
must adhere under his oath to pre- 
serve the constitution. 

The president has less hold upon 
his party associates’ in the senate 
today than at any time since he en- 
tered the white house. He com- 
mands less sincere support for his 
policies than even the very patent 
slight of ,his advocacy of universal 
military training has_ indicated. 
There is less conscientious indorse- 
ment among democrats for his ob- 
jection to ratification of the treaty 
with the Lodge reservations than at 
any time since administration sen- 
ators, with seven exceptions, voted 
against ratification of the- treaty 
last November. 

Senator Gilbert M. Hitchcock de- 
clared today that forecasts’ that 
twenty-two democrats would sup- 
port the Lodge resefvations were 
“somewhat exaggerated.” He would 
not give an estimate. He did admit 
there was very sharp division among 
democratic senators .on the ques- 
tion. There is certain-t0 be a sub- 
stantial increase over the seven who 
voted for ratifying with the Lodge 
program on November 19. Just how 
many it is not possible to state with 
any degree of accuracy. It is all 
speculation. 

Mr. Hitchcock said he was ready 
to call a party caucus to discuss the 
question, but that sentiment was 
almost unanimously against it. Sen- 
ator Simmons, of North Carolina, 
suggested the advisability of such a 
conference. Reconsideration had led 
to the belief that it would be better 
to allow senators to ‘zo along and 
vote their individual inclinations in 
the matter, rather than have a party 
split in a caucus that might lead 
té further division of opinion on 
the floor.

Arizona Seems In Favor 


Of McAdoo and Johnson 
As Presidential Candidates 


(This is the second of a series of 
educational news articles on the 
present political situation in each 
state in the union, prepared by 
James A. Hollomon, The Constitu- 
tion’s well-known staff writer on 
national affairs.

Washington, February 24.—(Spe- 
cial.)}—Arizona is old in the tra- 
ditions of the southwest, but new 
in statehood, and to that extent 
young in political experience. It 
is the one state that has a greater 
per capita representation in the Unit- 
ed States senate than any other, both 
members combined representing a 
voting population of not more than 
sixty thousand; and this, of course, 
includes the woman vote, which is 
fully 40 per cent of the total. Ari- 
zona is a full-fledged equal suf- 
frage state, and proud of it, and 
the state legislature met, by spe- 


cial call of Governor Campbell, only 
a few days ago to ratify the An- 
thony amendment, which it did 
Without a dissenting voice. There- 
fore, even should the federal 
amendment give the ballot to the 
women of America for the forth- 
coming presidential 
will make no difference in Arizona. 
It will neither add to nor take from 
it any problematical political ele- 
ment. 

The general state primary in 
Arizona will be held on the 7th of 
September. This is a _ bipartisan 
primary, the electors of each party 
thus making their nominations for 
the general November election; and 
as the two major parties are on 
relatively good fighting ground 
throughout the state, the contests 
among: individuals in the separate 
parties prior to the nominating 
primaries quickly switch for the 
final sixty days of the election year 
to contests between the party 
standard bearers. 


State Political Bearings. 
This is Arizona’s banner political 
year, for in the ten years of state- 
hool the people have to this ‘time 
been busy getting their political 


bearings, and the representatives 
in the national congress, who have 
held office since the _ territory 
moved into the ranks of states, 
on had comparatively easy sail- 
ng. 

This year, however, there are al- 
ready two announced republican 
candidates against United States 
Senator Marcus Aurelius Smith, 
democrat, who has held that office 
since Arizona had representation in 
the senate, and prior to that time 
a territorial delegate in the house 
for fifteen years. Senator Smith's 
second term expires March 4, 1921. 
He has within the week anncunced 
his candidacy for re-election. While 
no democratic opponent has yet en- 
tered the contest, at least two are 
being mentioned. 

The opponents for the republican 
nomination already an- 
nounced are E. S. Clark, of Pves- 
cott, a lawyer of prominence, and 
a leading figure in the Roosevelt 
progressive movement. While back 
in the old line republican ranks 
he is also expected to rally his old 
bull moose colleagues to his sup- 
port, some of whom have_ since 
joined the democratic and a few the 
socialist parties. 

The other opposing candidate is 
Ralph H. Cameron, republican, .of 
Phoenix, a mining operator and a 
former delegate from Arizona in 
the house. He succeeded Marcus 
Smith and served an unexpired tern 
in the sixtieth and then in the 
sixty-first congress. He was in turn 
succeeded by the present incumbent 
in congress in the sixty-second. 
after the state had been entered 
and allotted one congressman-at- 
large. Cameron is a stand-pat re- 
publican, has considerable strength, 
and at this writing seems to have 
the best of the fight for the pri- 
mary nomination as the republican 
candidate -in 
against Smith. 

The one 
Carl Hayden, democrat, has no op- 
position at this writing. 

Arizona is supposed to be nor- 
mally democratic by from 7,500 to 
10,000 votes, but in the 1918 guber- 
natorial fight local issues were in- 
jected, and the republican candi- 
date for governor, Campbell, won 
by exactly 339 votes, the tabulation 
standing: Campbell, republican, 25,- 
27, and Colter, democrat, 25,588. 

Wilson Carried State. 

In 1916, Wilson, democrat, for 
president, reiceived 33,170, and 
Hughes, republican, 20,524. The so- 
cialists have around 3,000 to 3,590 
votes in the state. In the guber- 
natorial fight in 1916, however, the 
republicans won by the slender 
margin of 30 votes.

Johnson is perhaps the leading re- 
publican candidate,-with a good fol- 
lowing for Wood, and a very sub- 
Stantial line-up among the party 
machine in the state for Harding. 
Among the democrats, McAdoo is 
an @asy favorite. <Arizon has a 
large mining vote, which is for the 
former secretary, and in addition to 
this, McAdoo is to some extent an 
adopted son of Arizona, owning, as 
he does, an orange grove and ranch 
near Phoenix, which he visits an- 
nually. 

There has been a great deal of 
speculation in the other states as 
to the peon Mexican vote in Ari- 
zona, the state having thousands 
of peon laborers from across the 
border.

Arizona, when it first became a 
state, had to contend with this vote, 
which was, as a whole, easily cor- 
rupted, and the situation was not 
enviable. Then the assembly adopt- 
ed the Maine qaulilifaction law re- 
quiring a reading test of the Ameri- 
can constitution, besides writing, 
property qualifications, and so on, 
and the illiterate Mexican race was 
quickly dispensed with as a politi- 
cal factor.

The seven democrats who 
voted to ratify the Lodge program 
on November 19 were Gore, of Okla- 
homa: Smith, of Georgia; Pomerene 
and Myers, of Montana; Walsh, of 
Massachusetts; Shields, of Tennes- 
see, and Owen, of Oklahoma. 

To these may be added the names 
of Ashurst, of Arizona; Chamberlain, 
of Oregon: Fletcher, of Florida; 
Henderson, of Nevada; Nugent, of 
Idaho, and Trammell, ‘of Florida, 
who voted with Mr. Lodge on Satur- 
day. It is not improbable that Ken- 
drick, of Wyoming; King, of Utah; 
McKellar, of Tennessee; Phelan, of 
California, and Wolcott, of Dela- 
ware, might vate to ratify with the 
Lodge reservations as a last resort, 
but Mr. Lodge still would lack about 
ten votes of the required sixty-four. 
Democratic leaders, admitting the 
number may go as high as twenty, 
have no idea Mr. Lodge can win over 
twenty-eight so long as the presi- 
dent insists the Lodge reservations 
nullify, not ratify, the treaty.

Chicago, February 21.—A new 
method of diagnosing typhoid fever 


which can be performed in ten min- 
utes at the bedside aroused inter- 
est today among physicians attend- 
ing the meeting of the American 
Congress of Internal Medicine. The 
test was discovered by Professor E. 
C. Bass, of Tulane university, New 
Orleans, who will give a practical 
demonstration of the method. 

“Phe present method of determin- 
ing typhoid fever,” said Dr. Frank 
Smithies, secretary general of the 
congress, “usually takes twelve tv 
twenty-four hours. A bacterial] cul- 
ture is made and a laboratory ex- 
amination is required. Dr. Bass per- 
forms a blood test at the bedside 
which can be done in ten minutes. 
Such a rapid method would not only 
permit earlier treatment, but would 
serve to check materially the spread 
of the disease.” 

The American heart is likely to 
benefit greatly by prehibition, in 
the opinion of Dr Glentworth k. 
Butler, senior physician of the 
Brooklyn hospital, who is presi- 
dent of the congress. Tobacco. Dr. 
Butler said, is not nearly so dan- 
gerous as alcohol. 

“The effect of tobacco,” Dr. But- 
ler said, “usually is temporary, and 
is rarely more than functional. If 
a man has smoked too much all he 
needs to do is to stop for a while 
and his heart will recover.” 

Dr. Butler said that most pains 
in the neighborhood of the heart, 
contrary to the layman’s opinion. 
were not due to heart disease.

ANOTHER PROBE BEGUN 
OF PACKING INDUSTRY 


Washington, February 24.--Open- 
ing another congressional inquiry 
into the packing industry, and the 
activities of the “big five” Chi- 
cago packers, the house agricul- 
tural committee today heard Fed- 
eral Trade Commissioner W. B. Col- 
ver, and Representative Anderson, 
republican, Minnesota, author of a 
bill carrying out recommendations 
of the trade commission for regu- 
lation of the industry. 

Some members of the committee 
demurred at the proposa] to hold 
the hearings, Representative Rainey, 
democrat, Illinois. pointing out that 
five suctessive congressional inqui- 
ries had been held since 1916, while 
other members suggested that ex- 
ceedingly excessive records of pre- 
vious inquiries which cost the gov- 
ernment $2,000 a volume should be 
considered sufficient basis for ac- 
tion. The vote, however, was 10 
to 3 in favor of holding hearings. 
Adjournment was taken for the first 
day with Mr. Colver’s testimony un- 
completed. 


Argument for Bill. 


Representative Anderson, arguing 
in support of his bill, said that 
present conditions necessitated di- 
vorcing the packers from ownerF- 
ship of refrigerator cars and stock- 
yards, confining their business [0 
the handling of meat products, and 
establishing a federal commission to 
regulate them otherwisé» 

Mr. Colver disclaimed any feeling 
against the “big five’ as an out- 
growth of the bitter controversy 
which has been waged since the 
trade commission’s report on the in- 
dustry. and touched on the recent 
agreement between Attorney Gen- 
eral Palmer and the packers with 
the remark that “of itself, it is an 
argument for legislative regulation.” 

Representative Haugen, of lowa, 
chairman of the agriculture com- 
mittee, criticized the agreement, 
sar That consent decree the packers 
will take admits -all the evil prac- 
tices which they have been in, for- 
gives them for it, specifies that 
they are to be given two years more 
to continue all of them, but after 
that time they are to confine their 
robberies to the farmers who pro- 
duce butter, eggs, cheese and poul- 
try, doesn’t it?” 

Commissioner Colver only smiled, 
without direct answer. 

Remarking that he was not dis- 
rosed to “mention minor scandals,” 
Commissioner Colver “said that the 
commission had found that the Ar- 
mour, ‘Swift, Cudahy, Wilson and 
Morris concerns had “an agreement 
with respect to the purchase of 
their raw material, live stock, in all 
the principal markets.” 


Restraint of Trade. 


This agreement, he added, 
all the effect of a_ restraint 
trade.” 

Independent packing concerns in 
the United States, he said, were 
dving off at the rate of one every 
three months, and when specifically 
asked, he said this was the result of 
the “packer practices.” 

Likewise there is “‘such a thing 
as competition between commodi- 
ties, he said, which the packers, rec- 
ognizing, had met by entering the 
fields of distribution of foodstuffs 
which met substitutes. Their own- 
ership of refrigerator cars and of 
stock yards, he offered as further 
illustrations of the “tendency to- 
wards monopoly.”

Enterprise. 

There is a specie of orange grown 
in Florida that is called the “King 
orange.” It is the most delicious 
orange that I have ever tasted. 

Interested, I asked a noted farmer 
about this orange and this is what 
he told me. The name came from 
the fact that for thousands of years 
this orange was grown exclusively 
for the king of Siam in China. No 
one was allowed to taste of it ex- 
cepting the kind. 

One day an American diplomat 
(and some diplomat he was!) was 
talking to one of the folks who 
guarded this famous grove, and 


President Wilson's course in serv- 
ing a new ultimatum upon our re- 
cent European associates is clear- 
ly a repetition of the “George 
Washington” incident during the 
Paris conference. It represents a 
deliberate and well defined policy, 
that is well defined in the presi- 
dent’s mind and is not in the least 
an impulsive act. It does more, 
it discloses the president's concep- 
tion of the American mission in 
world affairs. 

In the case of the “George 
Washington,” as M. Tardieu has 
just. explained, France demanded of 
her recent allies exactly the same 
security against German attack, 
which Britain was asking, but 
while British demands were for. the 
destruction of the German fleet and 
the occupation of German colonies, 
which were the threats to Britain 
of German power, France demanded 
the right to occupy the left bank 
of the Rhine, the sole military bar- 
rier against German aggression. 

In this Clemenceau was opposed 
by the president and by Lloyd- 
George. But the “Tiger” remained 


his country, what the British had 
obtained for their own land, name- 
ly security. Theerupon Mr. Wilson 
sent for the George Washington 
and threatened to take it and quit 
Paris. Even this threat did not 
dislodge Clemenceau, who could not 
have lasted a day in power, if the 
French people had learned that he 
had surrendered in the matter of 
security. 


WILSON PROPOSED 
SUBSTITUTE. 

In the end the president pro- 
posed as a substitute the Anglo- 
French guarantee and Clemenceau 


accepted it. As the thing was set- 
tled at Paris, France would not 
permanently occupy the left bank 
of the Rhine and the United States 
and Great Britain were pledged to 
send their troops to the continent 
if France were attacked by Ger- 
many, since French defense would 
be greatly weakened by the elimi- 
nation of the Rhine barrier. 

Now a similar situation is com- 
ing. We shall be asked opce more 
to guarantee another European 


frontier if we interfere with an- 
other nation’s ideas of ¢its own 
proper security. The Italians will 
Suggest as a substitute for their 
settlement of the Adriatic ques- 
tion and for the compromise sug- 
gested by the British and _ the 
French, an American guarantee of 
Italian populations and interests on 
the east coast of the Adriatic. Thev 
will do it for the same reason 
Clemenceau demanded the _ similar 
guarantee, because they are dealing 
with a question of national de- 
fense. 


But the United States senate has 
so far failed to make good the 
president's promise _ to France, 


therefore the Italians will follow 
the French example and insist upon 
occupation by their troops, at least 
until the American guarantee be- 
comes absolute. We shall then be 
compelled to undertake two Euro- 
pean responsibilties at once, or our 
championship of certain abstract 
principles will become merely ri- 
diculous. But these tasks will be 
considerable. 

On the other hand, if we refuse 
to undertake these tasks, the’ sit- 
uation of the Jugo-Slavs will be far 
worse than it might have been if 
we had not set our faces, by the 
action of the president, against the 
compromise proposed by the allies, 
by France and Britain. It will be, 
impossible now for any Jugo-Slav 
ministry or prime minister to ac- 
cept the Anglo-French compromise, 
because it not only does violence 
to their aspirations and to abstract 
justice, but has also been repulsed 
with scorn by the president of the 
United States. 

QUESTION MUST 
BE SETTLED. 

The question cannot remain un- 
settled. The possibility of a clash 
between the Italians and the Jugo- 
Slavs is patent. Such aie clash 


cause of their own dispute with the 
Ser the Bulgars wi their tradi- 
tional hatred for the Serbs, the 
Greeks with their claims against 
the Italians, quite as just as those 
of the Jugo-Slavs. Moreover, as 
long as the question is not settled, 
France, Britain and Italy will be di- 
vided and Italian anger at Anglo- 
French opposition to Italian claims 
will continue to mount. 


Actually the president’s ultimat- 
um abolished all immediate chance 
of the compromise proposed on one 
of the most dangerous of the sur- 


viving perils to world peace. In my 
judgment, the presjdent is right in 
viewing the proposed settlement as 
not in accordance with absolute jus- 
tice, but is he or the United States 
prepared to insist that absolute 
justice be done, even if this in- 
volves the sending of a new army to 
Europe and war with Italy? If not. 
then a refusal to let Europe settie 
its dispute seem a prolongation of: 
a deadly menace to all order and re- 
habilitation, it may prove the cause 
of a new war.

President Wilson has clearly not 
renounced his purpose to have 


' America play the role of world ar- 


biter, which he clearly held in 


Paris. He discloses the same deter- 
mination to pass Upon each ques- 
tion as it arises from the point of 
view of abstract justice as justice 
strikes him and his fellow coun- 
trymen—for, I repeat, most -in- 
formed Americans will agree with 
Mr. Wilson over the merits of the 
Jugo-Slav contention in the Adri- 
atic. But in refusing to let Europe 
reach a compromise, he is compejled 
by the course of the United States 
senate, to refrain from any affirm- 
ative action. 

In the end Europe will reluctant- 
ly, because it still fears to offend 
the American nation, which remains 


the single source of credit and loans, 
turn to the settling of its own af- 
fairs in its own way, because Amer- 
ica, while rejecting the European 
method, does not propose any other 
possible escape from the prolonga- 
tion of war-breeding disputes. When 
Europe at last perceives the fact the 
French claim to occupy the left 
bank of the Rhine and the Italian 
demand for security in the Adriatic 
will be supported by the British, 
who have already realized similar 
and no more justifiable aspirations 
in the matter of the German fleet 
and the German colonies. 


But the president will still be able 
for a certain length of time to pre- 
vent Ev->pean settlement, because 


his championship of the claims of 
the Jugo-Slavs, for example, will 
lead these people to reject what are 
on the whole unfair terms in the 
hope of American support. But since 
the situation in the senate and in 
this country is what it is today it is 
highly probable that when the crisis 
arrives and the Jugo-Slavs are.con- 
fronted with Italian armed forces, 
authorized by the Anglo-french- 
Italian concert to carry out the 
terms of a compromise, the Jugo- 
Slavs will call upon the president 


and the American people for military 


and naval assistance in vain. 
But it is toward such a crisis that 
events are’ now moving. The presi- 


dent has abolished the present hope 


of compromise. He has given new 
moral color to Jugo-Slav aspira- 
tions, he hag again given the unmis- 
takable censure of the president of 
the United States to Italian claims. 
This means that Italian and Jugo- 
Slav armies, instead of demobilizing, 
will remain facing each other; it 
means that a clash may come at any 
moment,.and that, if it comes, the 
Jugo-Slavs will instantly turn to the 
president and to the United States 
for aid to maintain a resistance, 
which the president has not onlv en- 
couraged, but inspired them to make 
to Italy. 

And if América refuses that aid, 
then thes Jugo-Slavs. will feel, not 


without justice, that they have been 
abandoned, betrayed into hopeless 
resistance and then deserted in the 
moment of deadly peril.

We must bear in mind one funda- 
mental fact which is too often ig- 
nored or forgotten, even by physi- 
cians, namely, that germs in the 
mouth do us no harm. It is only 
when germs invade the structure, 
the tissues of the mouth, that they 
are capable of doing us any harm. 
Therefore it does not necessarily 


y means of antiseptics in the cavi- 
ty of the mouth. And unless there 
is some special purpose to be met, 
and some special remedy prescribed 
by doctor or dentist to meet that 
purpose, it is mere extravagance, to 
say the least, to make habitual or 
constant use of antiseptic prepara- 
tions for cleaning the teeth. 


I value my teeth highly. I would 
spend a lot of time and endure 


much discomfort and pay out con- 
siderable money—which, for me, is 
saying the hardest thing last—be- 
fore I wauld sacrifice one of my 
teeth. For my part, however, plain 
soap, the same soap I use to wash 
my hands and to shave with, is the 
most satisfactory dentifrice. Tooth 
powders and tooh pastes are large- 
ly soap anyway. 

When you decide to call a doctor 
to attend some one in your family 
you naturally want a good doctor, 
and rot the cheapest doctor you 
can find. How about the care of 
our teeth? Do you go in for the 
haveabn dentists? Do you feel that 
your teeth are not worth the price 
of good dentistry? Do you imagine 
that you save anything by skimping 
on this important matter? 


Nearly every town nowadays has 
good déntists and dental “parlors,” 
institutions conducted without that 


wholly personal character which is 
indispensable in safe dentistry or in 
safe medicine. Sensible people do 
not emplo a doctor whose sole 
recommendation is what he tells 
you about himself, nor do they 
place confidence in a doctor who 
does not practice under his own 
name. Why should this wise pre- 
caution not obtain in the sélection 
of dentists? How little the bargain 
huting patron realizes that the den- 
tal work, which seems so cheap 
right now, is the kind of work 
which stores up untold trouble for 
the future and is responsible for all 
sorts of systemic ills in later years. 

Good dentistry is not the cheapest 
dentistry, but it costs the least in 
the long run. Only people whose 
health is of no importance—if there 
are such people—can afford to in- 
dulge in bargain dentistry.

Wilson a Free Trader, 
Declares. Poindexter 
In Attacking League 


New York, February 24.—Presi- 
dent Wilson was termed a “free 
trader” and the league of nations 
a “constitution for a world repubd- 
lic’ by United States Senator Miles 
Poindexter, of Washington, in an 
address tonight before the Repub- 
lican club of the Bronx. 

“One characteristic of a federated 
world republic,” he said, “as pro- 
vided for in the original league con- 
stitution, is free trade between its 
several members, just as there is be- 
tween the states of our federal re- 
public. It is inconsistent that fed- 
erated states should impose trade 
barriers in the way of import duties 
against each other. It is quite sig- 
nificant that the.American delegate 
at the peace conference, Who by rea- 
son of the power of the United 
States, was largely responsible for 
the injection into the peace treaty of 
this constitution for a world repub- 
lic—namely, President Wilson—is a 
free trader. It is also well known 
that no greater economic benefit 
could be bestowed upon European 
nations with their cheaper labor 
and less expensive standards of liv- 
ing, than free trade with the United 
States.” 

Senator Poindexter declared that 
the struggle the republican party is 
compelled to make in the senate to 
“protect the constitution and the 
country against attacks by those 
sworn to preserve and defend them, 
is more like a struggle by a defeat- 
ed nation to obtain as favorable 
terms as possible from an uncom- 
promising conqueror, rather than a 
treaty of peace, dictated by a vic- 
torious nation.”

Wilson Selects the Man 
Named in 1909 But Re- 
called on Way to Peking 


Washington, February 24.—(By 
the Associated Press.)—Charies R. 
Crane, of Chicago, business man, 
millionaire and world traveler, who 
was appointed minister to China by 
President Taft in 1909 and recalled 
while on the way to Pekin for 
“talking too much,” has been se- 


lected by President Wilson for the 
same post to succeed Dr. Paul 
Reinsch. 

Mr. Crane’s selection by the pres- 
ident, reopens a chapter of diplo- 
matic history, which, although for- 
gotten by many, was one of the 
most lively incidents in American 
foreign relations. 

It was quite generally stated and 
believed by many in touch with 
American foreign affairs that Mr. 
Crane's recall in 1909 was at the 
instance of the Japanese govern- 
ment, which was reported not only 
to have regarded his appointment 
as offensive. but objected also to 
a man whom Mr. Crane was tak- 
ing as a private secretary and ad- 
veser and who was quite well- 
known for writings construed as 
anti-Japanese. 

None of the real inside story of 
Mr. Crane’s recall appears on such 
diplomatic documents as were per- 
mitted to become public and as the 
records stand .President Taft 
changed his mind about Mr. Crane’s 
fitness for the post in the Far East 
after agreeing with Gecretary Knox 
that Mr. Crane had talked | too 
much” and been “indiscreet” in 
some of the speeches he made while 
on the way to San Francisco to 
take an army transport for China. 

Mr. Crane came again into pup- 
lic notice during President Wilson's 
administration when the president 
offered him the post of ambassador 
to Russia, which he declined. Later 
Mr. Crane was a member of the 
commission headed by former Sec-

Baseball on the Inside 


Will elimination of trick pitching 
help batting? That is what many 
critics are debating. Many think the 
| pitchers, prohibited from using the 
freak deliveries so popular for some 
years, will invent some new wrinkle 
that will escape the ban placed on 
the so-called trick deliveries. 

There is no doubt in my mind as 
to the effect of the elimination of 
trick pitching. It is bound to help 
batting. I don’t believe it will great- 
ly increase the number of .300 hit- 
ters, although it is certain to add a 
few points to the average of most 
batters. It is bound to result in 
more free hitting, which, after all, 
does not necessarily mean base hits. 
There will be more hard hit, bas, 
more long drives and less puny 
grounders and pop flies. The harder 
hitting must necessarily call for 
better fielding, which is also sure to 
please. There is no prettier play 
than a brilliant running ¢atch by an 
outfielder. With freak pitching elim- 
inated it is certain the outfielders 
will have more work to perform. 

Some are skeptical as to the en- 
forcement of rules that may be 
made to eliminate trick deliveries. 
To bring about such a decision it is 
only necessary that the umpires ad- 
here strictly to the rule and that 
they be backed up in any action 
they take relative to pitchers who, 
they are positive, are still using 
trick stuff. Presidents Johnson and 
Heydler are the type of men who 
will Bo indorse their umpires. 

About three years ago base run- 
ning in the major league began to 
wane, as a result of the strategy of 
the pitchers. It seemed as if every 
pitcher almost overnight began to 
Pay as much attention to a move 
toward first base as to the actual 
pitching. Balks and half-balk moves 
by pitchers began to be a common 
practice among the major league 
pitchers. It got so that any time a 
pitcher failed to catch a couple of 
runners napping at first he wasn't 
working his best. Incidentally these 
near balk moves threw a scare into 
the base runnerg, so that instead of 
getting their al lead off first 
base they cut it about half the dis- 
tance. That of course greatly min!- 
mized their chances any time they 
went down to second in attempt to 
steal. The practice of using illegal 
moves to first got to be as bad as 
has the use of trick deliveries. 

President Johnson of the Amerl- 
can league was one of the first to 
see base running was suffering as a 
result of these illegal moves. Prior 
to the opening of the season he sent 
a bulletin to his umpires calling 
their attention to the use of so many 
illegal moves. President Johnson

inent Atlanta citizens to aid the 
American committee for devastated 
France. 

Miss Morgan, 
with an impressive message, 
idly described conditions in 
war-torn sections of France,

' told of the relief activities of her 


committeeduring the war. She is 
founder and vice president of the 
committee, and is intimately ac- 
quainted with the accomplishments 
and plans of the organization. 
Miss Morgan said that the people 
of France are not begging for aid, 
but are simply asking for an oppor- 
tunity to get on their feet once more. 
She explained that the American 
committee for dévastated France is 
the only remaining relief organiza- 
tion in this country doing work 
for the war sufferers of France. 
Denies Profiteering. 


Miss Morgan declared that much 
propaganda had been scattered over 
the world about the prosperity of 
France. She said this propaganda 
was erroneous. Charges that the 
French peoplewere profiteers have 
not been sustained, she said. declar- 
ing that al! countries have had to 
deal with instanes of profiteering. 

“The city of Paris may be as gay 
as some people charge,” she said, 
“but Paris is not France, and is to- 
tally different from the main body 
of French people. Our work in 
France is not yet finished. We like 
to sit back and feel that the war is 
over and that. we should now turn 
our attention to our own problems 
most enthusiastically, but I do not 
want you to cease considering the 
needs of the people who live in the 
country which suffered more than 
any other country during the war. 

“No country can be called prosper- 
ous and rich that has lost a large 
portion of its man power and raw 
materials. France lost 57 per cent 
of her men between the ages of 18 
and 34. Just think what this means 
to that country and you can get an 
idea of its condition and of the out- 
look for its future. France needs a 
chance to rehabilitate its agricul- 
tural industry. France needs credit, 
so that its factories can resume and 
can begin exports to this country. 
Just now there is hardly an indus- 
trial wheel turning in’France.” 

Miss Morgan told of the work be- 
ing done by the various community 
agricultural syndicates that are be- 
ing organized throughout France. 
Tractors are available for these syn- 
dicates to use in cultivating lands. 
This work, however, is handicapped, 
she said, because of the many buried 
shells that have not been exploded. 
Many times these shells have been 
struck by the tractor plows, result- 
ing in explosions, killing many per- 
sons. 

Cemmittee Authorized.

MLENDUN EXPLAINS 


HIS BANK-LAW RULING 


Secretary Tells Why Banks 
Cannot Secure Trust Com- 
pany Privileges. 


In response to many inquiries as 
to his reasons for returning applica- 
tions of banks for charter amend- 
ments giving them trust company 


privileges, Secretary of State S. G. 
McLendon yesterday made public a 
statement giving his reasons for 
holding that such charter amend- 
ments are not allowable under the 
general banking act of 1919. His 
statement follows: 

“The act approved August 21, 
1917, Ga. Laws 1917, page 82, pro- 
vides that any bank heretofore or 
hereafter incorporated, and having 
not less than $100,000 of capital 
stock paid in, may acquire all the 
rights, powers, ete., conferred upon 
trust companies by the act of De- 
cember 23, 1898. Ga. Laws 1898, 
page 78. Under the act of 1917, a 
bank seeking to have conferred up- 
on it the powers of a trust company, 
had only to file its petition, pay the 
required fee, publish for thirty days 
and prove the publication. 

“The act approved August 16, 1919, 
Ga. Laws 1919, page 135, provides 
that anv bank, whether incorporated 
by special act of the general assem- 
bly or under the general law, may 
have its charter amended in any one 
ef the following five points: (1) To 
change its corporate name; (2) to 
change the city or town of its loca- 
tion: (3) to change the amount of 
its capital stock; (4) to change the 
number of shares of its capital stock 
so as to make the par value $100; 
(5) so as to incorporate in its char- 
ter any provisions of the act of Au- 
gust 16, 1919. See Article IX., sec- 
tion 1. Application for any one of 
these changes must be filed in trip- 
licate and handled as pointed out 
in the remaining sections of Article 
IX. The act of August 16, 1919, 
not only repeals all conflicting laws. 
but it further provides that on and 
after January 1, 1920, that act shail 
supersede all existing laws regulat- 
ine banks and banking jin this state: 

"The secretary holds that the act 
of 1917 was, on the lst of January, 
1920, an existing law regulating 
banks and banking. and that said 
act of 1917 was superseded by the 
act of August 16, 1919, because an 
amendment sought to be made toa 
bank charter giving to it trust com- 
pany powers is not included in the 
amendable features specified in Ar- 
ticle IX, section 1. 

“The secretary is of the opinion 
that it would be calamitous for any 
bank to accept an amendment to its 
charter giving to it the powers to 
do a trust company business, issued 
by the secretary of state, because, 
in his view of the law, he has no 
authority, and the exercise of such 
powers would be ultra vires. In the 
pending petition there will be no ne- 
cessity for his determining the mat- 
ter positively for several weeks, be- 
cause the bank making application 
is now running the advertising. It 
is a matter of vital moment to all 
banks to have this question so han- 
dled by the secretary of state as to 
insure judicial support to his inter- 
pretation of the law.”

What is said to be the largest and 
most complete distilling outfit ever 
raided in the southeast was discov- 
ered by federal prohibition agents 
Monday afternoon about fifteen 
miles west of Canton, Ga., in Chero- 


kee county. Unable to destroy the 
plant without the use of explosives, 
the officers returned to Canton for 
the night, and after intorming Sup- 
ervising Prohibition Agent D. J. 
Gantt, of Atlanta, of their find, they 
awaited instructions from _ him, 
Tuesday the still was destroyed. 

The raiding party was composed 
of Federal Prohibition Agents T. B. 
Harris, E. E. Dixon and Joseph T. 
Grant. The still froma distance re- 
sembled a sawmill, with its long 
wooden shed and huge steam boiler. 

Erected on a permanent founda- 
tion was the 20-horsepower upright 
boiler. The still itself was construct- 
ed of copper and wood and had an 
approximate capacity ef between 300 
and 400 gallons, with a daily pro- 
duction capacity of more than 150 
gallons. The operators had escaped. 

By the side of the still were a 
number of large vat fermenters, also 
under the roof of the huge shed, 
which had been erected to protect 
the outfit and operators from bad 
weather. The ingenuity of its con- 
struction and the number of labor- 
saving devices with which the plant 
was equipped diplayed remarkable 
efficiency on the part of the builder. 
Modern pumps were employed to 
pump the fermented beer from the 
fermenting vats to the copper still 
and the connecting pipes were 
equipped with handy valves and cut- 
offs. 

Near the plant were found twen- 
ty-five ten-gallon parrafined kegs, 
brand-new, with the name of an 
Atlanta firm imprinted on the heads. 
All the “ripe” wrisky had been re- 
moved by the fleeing operators. 

Early Tuesday morning Mr. Gantt, 
accompanied by Prohibition ‘Agent 
Sowell. went to Canton, where they 
were joined by Agents Harris, 
Dixon and Grant, and Deputy Mar- 
shal Tom Curtis, of Canton. They 
went to the still, and with fire de- 
stroyed all inflammable parts of

the plant, including the shed, and 
the remaining equipment, with the 
boiler, was destroyed with heavy in- 
struments. 

On their way back to Atlanta by 
auto, the officers stopped at the 
home of John Henry Harden, who 
only a few months ago completed 
a sentence of eighteen months for 
distilling. Upon searching 
his premises, 90 gallons of on-
